Scott Douglas called for volunteers especially to help 
vendors set up early in the morning since some have 
medical issues, and to help them again at the end of the 
show. Peter Becker confirmed he has the day off and can 
help early. Mike is asked to confirm with him the time to be 
there. Mike Hollingshead was in Cuba during this meeting, 
and we were all praying that Irma would miss Cuba. Mike 
sent from his Smart Phone the day after our meeting, “The 
Cubans are experts at hurricane 

survival, we’ll be okay, it’s pass- 

ing a tad north of here so we will 

miss the eye.

As of 8 a.m. ET Sat. (Sept. 9th), a hurricane warning for Irma 
(which had strengthened to a Category 5 when it made land- 
fall in Cuba, was in place across central Cuba — taking in the 
provinces of Camaguey, Ciego de Avila (Irma barreled in for a 
direct hit at Ciego de Avila province around midnight Friday), 
Sancti Spiritus, Villa Clara and Matanzas — as well as the 
northwestern Bahamas. Irma's center was about 10 miles

northwest of the northern Cuba coastal resort town of 
Caibarién at 8 a.m. ET Saturday, packing sustained winds of 
130 mph (215 kilometers per hour), by dawn, the town's main 
street had 23 ft waves rolling down it and buildings 50 yards 
(46 meters) or more inland were flooded with three to four feet 
of water. Cuba's meteorological agency reported that Irma 
struck the archipelago north of Cuba's Camaguey and Ciego 
de Avila provinces with gusts so strong they destroyed the 
instrument used to measure wind. Hurricane-strength winds 
were then recorded in the northern half of Camaguey province. 
As Irma advanced over neighboring Ciego de Avila province, 
16-foot to 23-foot waves (5 to 7 meters) were recorded. As the 
storm moves westward, the possibility of even bigger waves 
and flooding are high along the northern Cuban coast 
including in Havana. According to the state media radio station 
in Camaguey, Irma was the first Category 5 hurricane to hit the 
province in 85 years, and the country is now bracing for Jose 
coming next. The Cuban provinces of Holguin and Las Tunas 
are under a hurricane watch advisory, while the capital, 
Havana, and its surrounding area could be lashed by tropical 
storm force winds. Cuba is 1,250 km (780 mi) long and 191 
km (119 mi) across its widest points and 31 km (19 mi) 
across its narrowest points. Irma’s wind speed along with its 
size carries an energy value of 112 terajoules. Irma’s 
maximum sustained winds were measured at 185 mph 
Tuesday. Only one Atlantic Ocean storm in recorded history 
has exceeded that level: Hurricane Allen, which slammed into 
Mexico and Texas in 1980, had top wind speeds of 190 mph. 
About 400 miles wide, Irma is significantly larger and, at least 
for now, a bit more powerful than Hurricane Andrew, which 
devastated parts of South Florida in 1992. Andrew’s top 
sustained winds were 175 mph, as were Hurricane Katrina’s 
in 2005. So every part of Cuba has been impacted by Irma, 
many lower levels by flooding, and most by winds (tearing off 
roofs, power outages, etc.). 


Our prayer Mike, Mary and friends, and all the BE 
people of Cuba, to be safe when as Irma and 
Jose travel through.

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Mrs. Dora de Pédery-Hunt’s Legacy Lives On!

Majoring in sculpture and design, Dora graduated in 1943 with high honours from the Royal School of Applied Arts in Bu- 
dapest. Five years later, she emigrated from her native Hungary to Canada. Since then, she has become recognized in 
Canada and elsewhere around the world as one of the very best in her highly specialized field of artistic endeavour. Her 
most popular achievement, however, tops them all in that it will endure just as long as there remains in existence such a 
country as Canada, which means forevermore. This great Hungarian-born artist- designer is Mrs. Dora de Pédery-Hunt of 
Toronto! 


When Dora de Pédery-Hunt first arrived in Canada as an immigrant, she went to work as a teacher of art and also an inte- 
rior designer of churches. She also participated in numerous expositions. But it was only in 1965 that the first significant 
exhibition of her own medals and miniature sculpture was held. This attracted a great deal of public attention and ac- 
claim. Since then, her artistic career has skyrocketed and her reputation as an outstanding sculptress and medallist had 
become firmly established not only throughout Canada, but also internationally. Giving her a big boost in this direction 
was her authoring the first Canadian work on medalic art entitled: "Medals"; having exhibited her fabulous collection of 
sculptured jewellery; designing the Canadian postage stamp honouring Sir Donald Smith; designing two gold coins for the 
Royal Canadian Mint; designing the 1976 Montreal Olympic $100 Commemorative; designing the 1986 $100 coin com- 
memorating the International Year of Peace; and much more. Having accomplished as much as she did to attain world 
stature, Dora de Pédery-Hunt was certainly well prepared to tackle one of her most demanding assignments! 


Starting in 1990, all of Canada's coins will bear a new effigy of Her Majesty, Queen Elizabeth II, This new design was re- 
cently unveiled at the Royal Canadian Mint in Winnipeg by the Honourable Paul Dick and its artist-designer, Mrs. Dora de 
Pédery-Hunt! Following this ceremony, which also marked the Second Anniversary of Canada's $1.00 coin, the first 
$1.00 coin bearing the effigy of Queen Elizabeth II that was designed by Dora de Pédery-Hunt, which was previously ap- 
proved by Buckingham Palace and is the first ever designed by a Canadian (or in the case a Hungarian-Canadian), were 
struck for presentation to the Queen. 


In congratulating the Hungarian artist-designer after the unveiling, the Honourable Paul Dick said: "Your design is a strong 
demonstration of the abilities which reside today in Canada's artistic community and | think that all Canadians, who ad- 
mire fine art, can share in the pride which you must so rightly feel today". The Canadian Minister also pointed out that, 
among the other practical benefits to the nation that will be derived from the coin designed by Dora de _ Pédery- 
Hunt, was the potential for saving about $175-million in tax dollars over the next 20 years! 


In response to the adoption of her design by the Royal Canadian Mint with the prior approval of Her Majesty, Queen Eliza- 
beth Il, Dora de Pédery- Hunt said: "Receiving the commission to design the effigy meant a very great deal to me. It was 
so very special. I've always been a great admirer of the Queen. | have seen her several times in my life and shook her 
hands once. It was during a Royal Visit to Toronto in the early 1960's at a special lunch at the Old City Hall. | remember | 
had to wear a hat and had to buy one. | found her so attractive, especially when she was talking 
and smiling. She has very beautiful eyes and skin and you notice them so much when she is 
talking and meeting people. Once | actually began the work it went very quickly and well. The 
Queen's face | found very easy to do. She has always been a clear vision in my mind... | really 
hope everybody likes it. | really think it looks like the Queen."

Mrs. Dora de Pédery-Hunt died from colorectal cancer in Toronto on 29 September 
2008. When Dora was born 16 November 1913 in Budapest (Hungary) she weighed 
less than a kilogram. In the age before incubators, she was lovingly wrapped in cotton 
wool and placed in a shoebox for warmth and safekeeping. Her father baptized her as 
she was not expected to last the night. Nearly 95 years later, her family lovingly 
placed her ashes in a shoebox — Ferragmo no less—for interment. In lieu of flowers | 
the family invited donations to be made to the Medallic Art Society of Canada (MASC) 
in Dora’s memory. 


Dora’s niece said, “Dora seemed to have projects planned for the next 20 years when 
she died.” Dora was quoted this saying, “Maybe, after all, these limitations are neces- 
sary. | welcome these odds — my medals are the result of a good fight against them — 
and at the end at least | can look back on a bravely fought battle.” 


Dora trained at the Royal School of Fine and Applied Arts in Budapest, 
receiving a Masters Diploma in Sculpture in 1943. After German forces 
occupied Hungary in March 1944, her family decided to flee west, fearing 
the Soviet advance from the east. They arrived in Hannover (Hanover, 
Germany) not long before its fall to the Allied forces. Five years later, 
through the sponsorshop of Major Thomas S. Chutter, Dora immigrated to 
Canada. 


In 1963, Dora was elected to the Ontario Society of Artists (OSA). She was a 

founding member of the Canadian Portrait Academy (CPA) and the Medallic 

Art Society of Canada (MASC). On numerous occasions, she represented 

Canada as a Delegate to the International Art Medal Federation (FIDEM). 

She was elected to the Sculptors Society of Canada (SSC). Dora was a 
member of the Royal Canadian Academy of Arts (RCAA). She taught sculpture at the Ontario College of Art. She created the 
effigy of Queen Elizabeth II that was used on Canadian coinage in 1990. Her medal design of Sir Donald Alexander Smith 
was used by Canada Post as a six-cent postage stamp. Two of her portraits of Dr. Frances Loring are in the collection of the 
National Gallery of Canada. Dora was presented with the J. Sanford Saltus Award for Signal Achievement in the Art of the 
Medal by the American Numismatic Society (ANS). She is flanked by Stephen Scher on the left, who endowed a lecture that 
is presented every year in conjunction with the Saltus Award presentation, and Robert Wilson Hoge on the right, the ANS’s 
curator of North American Coins and Currency. The Saltus Award citation called Dora “one of the foremost, and most prolific, 
medallic sculptors of the 20th and now of the 21st centuries, a premier artist of Canada, and Canada’s grande dame of 
medallic sculpture.” 


Besides the effigy of Queen Elizabeth II, various Royal Canadian gold coins with a face value of 
one hundred dollars were designed by Dora (1976 Olympic Commemorative, 1976 22kt 
Olympic Commemorative, 1986 International Year of Peace). 


Some of Dora’s most notable medallions includes: 


Norman Bethune Medal for presentation to Mao Zedong by Pierre Trudeau in 1973 (also 
presented to China by Justin Trudeau in 2016). 

The J. B. Harkin Medal for the Canadian Parks and Wilderness Society (pictured top right). 
Canadian Government official medal for Expo ’70 in Osaka, Japan. 

John Drainie Award medal for the Association of Canadian Television and Radio Artists. 
The Reach for the Top Award for the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation. 

The 1981 Canadian Numismatic Association convention medal (pictured bottom right). 
The A. J. Casson Award for the Canadian Society of Painters in Water Colour, in 1991. 

With the collaboration of the Toronto Historical Society, she designed a medal for the city 
of Toronto bicentennial in 1993. 

The Ontario Association of Architects’ Raymore Medal, given each year to the intern 
architect attaining the highest marks on the annual professional licensure exams. 
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DID You Fy Joseph LeRoux, M.D.

mabe that Joseph LeRoux, well known today for his contribution to numismatics, began his working life as 
a teacher before earning a degree as a practicing doctor of medicine? 


Dr. Joseph LeRoux was born on April 9, 1849 into a family of 22 children with 9 boys and 5 
girls surviving. At the age of 19 he was enrolled at Jacques Cartier normal school in Montreal. 
Three years later, in 1871, he was ready to undertake the head mastership of a country school. 


In 1877 the province of Quebec bestowed upon him an academy diploma. A year later he visit- 
ed europe to study the different systems of education. In 1879 LeRoux returned from europe 
due to sickness and relinquished his teaching profession only to take up the study of medicine 
at Laval University. Here he received a Bachelor of Arts degree in 1881 and two years later a 
degree as a Doctor of Medicine. 


Dr. LeRoux started to collect coins in 1876. In 1882 he published a catalog of canadian coins, in 
1883 The Canadian Numismatic Atlas, in 1885 The Collectors Vade Mecum and in 1886 The Col- 
lectionneur, a monthly journal. In 1888 he published his most important work, The Canadian Coin

Joseph LeRoux struck a series of tokens in both English and French to advertise the books he published as he published 
them. LeRoux number 974 is known in copper, brass and white metal. LeRoux 975 & 976 are known in copper & brass while 
994p & 994r are found in copper. Ironically LeRoux’s tokens are more often quoted with Breton numbers than LeRoux 
numbers likely because they are not listed together in LeRoux’s own book The Canadian Coin Cabinet. When these tokens 
were featured in the July 1904 issue of The Numismatist Breton numbers were used to describe these tokens. 


It should be noted here that because of the seeming plentifulness of these pieces, certainly in copper, it is often suggested 

that the mintages are not correct. Certainly some of the brass pieces display some evidence of rusted dies. However, when 

A.R. Frey listed LeRoux’s tokens, in The Numismatist of July 1904, he promptly received a letter from Dr. H.R.Storer. Storer 
claimed that Mr. Leroux had told him that the obverse die for Br. #582, which
